Since July Ist British Have 
Defeated 29 Hun 
Divisions 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, Sept. 18.—A British offi- 
cial communication issued this even- 
ing gives a more complete account of 
the fighting in the Somme region of 
France of September 15-16. The 
communication says: 


“The attack was launched at 6:20 
o'clock the morning of the 15th on 
the front from the Leuze wood to 


Pozieres. The enemy's position con- 
sisted of a treble line of  entrench- 
ments, connected by strong subsidiary 
trenches. In addition to this the en- 
emy was holding some advanced posi- 
tions with machine guns in trenches, 
works and shell holes behind these 
forisi cations, and at a distance of 
seme 7,000 yards from our front the 
enemy had recently constructed and 
wired a fourth mine line of trenches 
ir front of the Le Transloy-Bapaume 
oud 
Armored Cars Move Forward. 

“Supported by more than a thous- 
and guns of all calibres, the hostile 
defence was formidainie. Punctually 
our infantry, accompanied by heavy 
armored cars, moved forward to the 
assault close under coyer of our field 
artillery and barrage. The front of 


the German line was carried every- 
where, except at two points, namely 
on the high ground between Ginchy 


and the Leuze road and at the Four- 
eaux wood. Neglecting these places, 
the infantry swept forward around 
ihem and by tem o’etock in the morn- 
ing had captures’ the whole of the 
village of Flers with ‘its strong points 
und advanced to a position beyond the 
village. 

“The outskirts of Martinpuich and 
Courcelette also were reached about 
the same time. The latter two vil- 
lages fell into our hands in the course 
of the afternoon. The Northumbrian 
and London Territorials, Scottish and 
English new army — divisions, with 
troops from Canada and New Zealand 
shared with our guards the credit for 
ihese successes, 

Enemy Held High Ground, 

“On our right the enemy maintain- 
ed his hold on the high ground north- 
west of Leuze wood ,and our efforts 
to dislodge him were not successful. 
At the Foureaux wood, however, the 
enemy began to surrender when both 
his flanks were turned and by 11 
o'clock the whole wood in our 
possession, 

“We thus gained not only practically 
the whole of the ground betw : the 
Combles Valley and the riverAncre, 
but are well down the forward slopes. 
Thanks to our excellent artillery ob- 
servations thus afforded, we are in a 
position to inflict heavy punishment on 
the Germans. 

“Our armored cars gallantly led the 
action, knocking out hostile machine 
guns and inflicting severe losses by

cribable demoralization ty the en- 
emy’s ranks, 
Began Counter Attacks. 
“On the night of the 15th the en-} 
emy began to counter attack with 


forces hastily brought from al direc- 
tions. These counter attacks con- 
tinued throughour the 16th, and were 
all repulsed, with heavy losses to the 
enemy. The New Zealand troops, 
after gaining their objectives on the 
15th, were particularly heavily coun- 
ter uttacked and not only stood their 
ground and punished the enemy se- 
verely, but even made some progress,

OTTAWA, Sept. 18—Only very meagre bulletins have been 
received at the militia department here as to the part taken by the 
Canadian divisions in the big allied gains of the last three days on 
the Somme front. These bulletins merely state that the Canadians 


had a conspicuous part in the taking of the ground won and that 
the casualties are not as heavy as might have been expected con- 
sidering the ground won and the impetuous character of the Cana- 


dians attack, 


From what is known here of the position in the British line 
held by the men from Canada, there is no doubt but that the eap- 
ture of Mouquet’s Farm and of the ‘‘Dannbe trench,’’ as men- 
tioned in Sir Douglas Haig’s despatches, must be placed to their 


credit.

WOUNDED CANADIANS FROM 
SOMME FRONT REACH LONDON 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, Sept. 18 (Canadian As- 
sociated Press).—Nt&rratives of a party 
of wounded Canadians, who arrived at 
a hospital near London tonight from 


the Somme region, illustrate in a 
measure the different nature of the 
warfare in which the Canadians are 


now engaged, and that to which they 


had been tied down for the last 
twelve months. As has already been 
reported, the Germans are confining 


their artillery against the Canadians 
nowadays mostly to high explosives 
Three Canadians lying in one ward 
had pretty much the same tale to tell, 
although each laid out a dif- 
ferent time and . A Vancouver 
private had no fewer than ten wounds 
in his legs. The Germans, he 8, 
were shooting the shells over fast. 
Like the rest of his comrades he was 


then in the front line, standing in a 
trench.

To the Bulletin: The theory that the 
tide on the side of the earth away 
from the moon is caused by the moon 
drawing the earth away from the 
water will hardly hold water. The 
pull of the moon on the farthest point 
of the earth would not be one-hun- 
dredth more than oi that at the cen- 
tre. If the moon attracts the earth, 
that attraction must be balanced by 
some equal and opposit) fores. The 
earth attracts the moony) af that at- 
traction is balanced by the ¢vntrifugal 
force caused by the swing of the 
moon around the earth. This is the 
explanation usually given, and it is 
approximately correct. But in reality 
the moon and the earth are both 
swinging around the centre of gravity 
of the two reckoned as one whole. 
This gives the earth a small swing, but 
it is sufficient to counterbalance th 
attraction of the moon, and to cause a 


tide on the side of the earth away 
from the moon equal to that on the 
side nearest to it.—W.J.C., Namao.

To the Bulletin: Can you tell me 
about the manufacture’ of meers- 
echaum? How should one be “color- 


ed ?"—Smoker, 

We are unable to give any informa- 
tion as to the process used in making 
meerschaum pipes. Meerschaum is a 
name given to one of the silicates of 
magnesium. It is a mineral of a whit- 
ish or creamy color, and received its 
name from its appearance and the 
position in which it is sometimes 
found, suggesting that it was petrified 
foam of the sea. It is obtained from 
various places, but the best quality 
comes from Asia Minor, rich deposits 
of it existing about twenty miles south- 
east of Eskichehir, at a place called 
It is soft when dug, but be- 
comes hard when dry. Most of it is 
sent to Vienna, where it is chiefly 
made into tobacco’ pipes, many of 


them highly artistic. Similar pipes are 


also made in Paris, London and else- 
where. In ccloring a meerschaum
